Blood, Sweaf And Tears 


Politicians hav e long learned to use a phrase to stir 
the popular imagination. Such a phrase sav es the people 
from the need for thinking. 
All they hav e to do is to 
repeat the phrase ov er and ov er again and then they 
believ e that it is true. Theodore Roosev elt inv ented the 
phra.se, "The Sq uare Deal," which actually had no precise 
political meaning. 
The assumption was that most poli­ 
ticians. when playing the card game, poker, then as 
popular as bridge or canasta i.s in this generation, dealt 
the cards from the bottom as well as off the top of the 
deck, but that Teddy dealt straight. 


Franklin D. Roose\cIt im.prov ed up<m his distant 
cousin’s phrase and made it "The New Deal." a rather 
confused adv enture in politics and economics, hav ing to 
do with doing at ev ery political moment what cam e natur­ 
ally without regard to the future. It was a most success­ 
ful phrase because 
it 
gav e 
Roosev elt four 
winning 
elections. 


Winsto n rhurchill ca me ha ck into the po lities o f 
Grea t Brita in, when it seemed a s tho ugh Hitler wo uld 
win Wo rld Wa r II, with the dra ma tir phra se, “ Blo o d, 
Swea t a nd Tea rs"—which is a ll tha t he co uld o ffer his 
peo ple. 
It electrified them into resista nce to the 
enemy . 
It stirred them to a n histo ric effo rt o f th** 
grea test ma gnitude. It wa s a wo nder-wo rking phra se. 


Im agine my surprise when I cam e across a political 
poster of 1844, headed "H urrah for Birney & Liberty!" 
Nev er hav ing heard of Birney but being a collector of 
anything that comes my way, I got a photostat of the 
poster from Larry Johnson who sells groceries in Syracuse 
and runs an old-fashioned country store. 


It would seem that back in 1839, the Abolitionists, 
organizing the Liberty Party, nominated Jam es G. Birney 
for the Presidency, but he declined. In 1843, they repeated 
this nomination of Jam es G. Birney who got 62,000 v otes 
In the election of 1844 which was sufficient to upset the 
hopes of Henry Clay and resulted in the election to the 
Presidency of Jam es K. Polk. 


The Birney poster contains the following paragraph: 


".Anti-Mo no po lists, co me a nd lend y o ur a id fo r the 
o v erthro w o f a mo unta in mo no po ly , co mpa red with 
which a ll the o ther mo no po lies in this la nd a re but a s 
the ‘sma ll dust o f the ba la nce.’ A mo no po ly who se 
ca pita l is Twelv e Hundred Millio ns o f Do lia rs, a ll 
inv ested in huma n muscles a nd bo nes a nd sinews; a nd 
which,^ in its results, no t o nly ex to rts fro m its imme­ 
dia te v ictims their to il a nd swea t a nd tea rs a nd blo o d, 
but a nnua lly dra ins unco unted millio ns fro m the po ck­ 
ets o f the free No rth, a nd renders America n Repub­ 
lica nism a hissing a nd by -wo r^ o n the lips o f a ll the 
. Despo ts o f the Old Wo rld." 


There is no reason to believ e that Winston Churchill 
ev er heard of Jam es G. Birney or his poster and w’e must 
assum e that Churchill inv ented, "Blood, Sweat and T ears" 
out of his own head, he being v ery good at that sort of 
thing. 


But this is an interesting historic fact. The Birney 
poster w’as for two m ass meetings in Madison County, 
New York State. For years this particular poster hung in 
a country store in a town called Cancsaraga in Madison 
County. Probably because nobody could pronounce Cane- 
saraga, they changed the name to Sulliv an which is what 
the town is now called to the ev erlasting joy of the Irish. 
Not many miles away is Pompey, a town in which, I am 
informed, liv ed a fine American girl, Jenny Jerom e, who 
in due course became the mother of Winston Churchill. 


No w, there it is. Winsto n Churchill go t his wo nder­ 
wo rking phra se pre-na ta lly by o smo sis. If y o u do no t 
believ e tha t, y o u will no t believ e tha t Ba co n wro te 
Sha kespea re, tha t Sa m Ro senma n wro te Fra nklin D.

WASHINGTON - Chances are 
that Congress has not seen the last 
of the record-making 13-day fill- 
bu.ster ov er the future control of 
atomic energy. Another filibuster 
may be just around the corner. 
Despite the hot w eather and the 
hot air, howev er, nothing could he 
more im portant to you and your 
children. For this bill spells out a 
pattern for the energy that will 
turn the factory wheels and power 
plants of the nation beginning per­ 
haps in less than 25 years. 
Rea.son for a possiUe new fili- 
bu.ster is that Congressional con­ 
ferees are now haggling to adjust 
the differences between the House 
bill and the Senate bill—especially 
the im portant amendments which 
the Senate put into the A-Bill 
thanks to the harassing force of 
the 13-day filibuster. 
The House conferees are deter­ 
mined to knock these out. F’urther- 
more, the predom inant majority of 
the Senate conferees are old school 
reactionaries whose neck-bristles 
are already up ov er the Senate 
amendments. 
To understand what the haggling 
and filibustering is all about, here 
is a thumbnail sketch of the more

WATER POWER SITES AND

Senate Censure Should Be Applied To Other Members 


WASHINGTON-There ought to 
bo emblazoned ov er the Senate 
Cham ber an age-old slogan; "Jus­ 
tice—it all depends un whose ox 
is gored," 
Thus for months now sev eral 
Dem ocrats and two or three m is­ 
guided Republicans in the Senate 
hav e been trying to crucify Senator 
M cCarthy of Wisconsin. Republi­ 
can, for using wha-^ they regard as 
rough tactic.s in dealing with Com­ 
m unist sym pathizers. Communist 
Party members .and the whole ap­ 
paratus by which the Sov iet has 
been trying to infiltrate American 
institutions as well as the Gov ern­ 
ment. 
Mr. 
McCarthy 
isn’t the most 
♦tactful protagonist in the v orld ajid 
has m ade many m istakes, usually 
when goaded by his opponent.s or 
by 
uncooperativ e 
witnesses, 
but 
the mov e to censure him for "acts 
unbecoming a Senator” is tran.s- 
parently aimed a t weakening—m 
the court of public opinion—the in­ 
fluence of the nation’s chief prose­ 
cutor of Communi.st activ ity. 
For sev eral days now, the Re­ 
publican leaders hav e been at a 
loss how to meet this attack, which 
isn't just against McCarthy but is 
a 
carefully 
designed 
effort 
to 
sm ear the whole Republican Ad- 
ministra.tion and partv . But now 
they hav e ev idently discov ered that 
the strongest defense is a strong 
offense. 
Remember The Ca mpa ign 
So Majority Leader Knowland 
uncov ered a bit of recent history 
which most people hav e forgotten, 
if indeed many paid much attention 
to it when it happened. 
The episode started in the last 
days of the 1952 cajnpaign with at­ 
tacks by Democratic Party spokes­ 
m en—particularly Mr. T rum a n - 
on the loyalty and honesty of Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower. This correspond­ 
ent called attention in a dispatch 
of October 30, 1952, to this effort 
to sm ear the Republican nominee 
by impugning his loyalty azid in­ 
tegrity. and noted that a "top sec­ 
re t" document had been "leaked" 
for the purpose of political cam ­ 
paigning. 
Mr. Knowland now calls the facts 
to the attention of the American 
people. He says that a secret, 
cla.ssified document was made pub-

lie on Oct. 27, 1952. by Senator 
Morse of Oregon, a Republican 
who had decided to campaign for 
Gov ernor 
Stev enson, 
the

cratic nominee, and who since has 
called himself an "Independent." 
The Oregon Senator—who has 
been critical of the "m ethods" of 
Mr. McCarthy—says that the docu­ 
ment wa<; rclca.sed to him by Presi­ 
dent Trum an, and that the latter, 
as Commander in Chief, had a 
right to declassify the document. 
Senator Knowland, howev er, says 
that, after the Morse speech was 
made, he asked the Defense De­ 
partm ent and was told that the 
document was still classified as 
"top secret." The Majority Leader 
says if Mr. Trum an w’as not just 


using official m ilitary documents 
for political purposes, he should 
hav e released the paper in q ues­ 
tion at the White House to all 
Americans a4 the same time and 
explained the reason for his action. 
The point at issue relates to the 
withdrawal 
of 
American 
troops 
from Korea in 1949—before the re­ 
cent Korean War. *t is known that 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, of which 
body GeneraJ Eisenhower was a 
m ember, was asked in 1947 for its 
opinion on the defense of American 
interests in the Far E ast and came 
to the conclusion that, if a general 
war broke out in the Far E ast, 
there would be no sense in hav ing 
American troops bogged down on 
the m ainland of Asia. 


This is a f&r different thing from 
a diplomatic decision by the Presi­ 
dent and Secretary of State to 
withdraw American troopi^ when 
no war was on and when, as a step 
in peacetim e, the United Nations 
asked all gov ernments to withdraw 
their troops. Mr. Eisenhower in 
1952 W’as criticizing the American 
position in hav ing withdrawn our 
troops without getting any guaran­ 
tees of a unified Korea, and his 
speeches were directed toward a 
phase of the problem wholly unre­ 
lated to the specific military situ- 
a.tion w’ith which the secret classi­ 
fied document had been exclusiv e­ 
ly concerned.

w’hy m ost v ictims of angina are 
ov er 50 because the effects of 
arteriosclerosis begin to show at 
this tim e of life. 
The typical v ictim is a well set, 
strong, 
slightly ov erweight m an 
between 50 and 60, 
No one knows 
why the condition selects the v ig­ 
orous rather than the weak, or 
why it is rare in the undernourish­ 
ed and sickly. When this man has 
an attack, he usually complains of 
constricting and choking pain or 
aching 
beneath 
the 
breastbone, 
after walking a block or two. When 
he stops, distress goes away, only 
to return after cov ering an eq ual 
distance. 
Pain may extend into the neck 
and down the arm s. 
It seldom 
occurs indoors and is most notice­ 
able after walking up a slight 
grade during cold weather or fol­ 
lowing a full meal. 
Occasionally 
excitem ent or agitation is the pre­ 
cipitating factor. 
Variations are 
prev alent.

Despite these v aria­ 
tions, the main feature centers 
about distress in the chest after 
walking or excitement, that disap­ 
pears with rest and relaxation. 
Nitroglycerin enters the picture 
because it hastens relief. 
Most 
v ictims carry a small box of these 
tablets in the v est pocket and place 
one under the tongue when they 
feel pain coming on. 
Almost in­ 
stantaneously the face flushes and 
discomfort v anishes. No ill effects 
follow the use of these tablets nor 
do they become less effectiv e with 
continued usage. Some indiv iduals 
hav e taken sev eral dozen nitro 
tablets a day for years without 
reactions. 
A long lasting v ariety 
will be of help to these persons.

Senator Johnson, on the other 
hand, argued, and the Senate fin­ 
ally agreed, that just as the Gov ­ 
ernm ent built Boulder Dam, Grand 
Coulee, Bonnev ille^ etc., to serv e as 
a competitiv e yardstick to priv ate 
power companies, so the Gov ern­ 
ment should al.so build its own 
atomic energy plant to serv e as a 
sim ilar yardstick. 
Senator Hickenlooper, Iowa Re­ 
publican, in charge of the Senate 
bill for Euscnhower. at first in­ 
troduced an amendment directly 
contrary to Johnson, prov iding that 
the Gov ernment could not build a 
reactor. Then he withdrew it, when 
Senate in-fighting got tough. He 
will undoubtedly v ote in the con- 
ference committee, howev er, to 
knock out Johnson’s safeguards. 
ANTI-MONOPOLY — S e n a t o r 
Langer of North Dakota, the only 
Republican successfully introduc­ 


ing a modifying amendment, tack­ 
ed onto the hill a safeguard against 
v iolation of the Sherman Antitrust 
Act. If any company producing 
atomic energy shall be conv icted 
of v iolating the anti-trust laws, 
Langer speeified. Its license auto­ 
matically rev ert* to th# Unlte.1 
States, which shall license it royal­ 
ty free. 
When this proposal came up for 
debate. Hickenlooper was inclined 
to fav or some kind of anti-mono- 
poly 
safeguards, 
hut observ ed! 
"Perhaps this is too important to 
art on In a hurry. Perhaps w# 
.should hold hearings on this pro­ 
v ision." 
"That’s exactly the point we’v # 
been 
m aking." 
replied 
Langer. 
"We’v e been trying to tell you that 
this whole bill was too Important 
to be rushed through Congress in 
record tim e” 
What Langer referred to w st 
the fact that the Senate receiv ed 
committee prints of the atom bill 
only one day before debate started. 
It was obv iously impossible 
to 
study such an im portant bill in one 
day; 
on top of which Senator 
Knowland expected to pass it in 
one additional day of debate. 
Opponents of the bill suspected 
that it had been purposely sav ed 
until the last minute in order to 
ram it through in the hot and hec­ 
tic closing days of Congress with- 
out too many Senators realizing 
its significance. 
PATENT PROTECnON-One of 
the most im portant amendment# 
of all, though a complicated one, 
was introduced by Senator Bob 
Kerr, Oklahoma Democrat, pro­ 
v iding for the compulsory licensing 
of patents for a period of 10 years. 
The Eisenhower Administration 
had recognized that new patents 
dev eloped by priv ate enterprise 
must be made av ailable to other 
priv ate concerns for a period of 
fiv e years. Kerr extended the per­ 
iod to 10 years. 
Theory behind this is the sam# 
as that existing in the automobile 
industry, where auto patents are 
pooled and each company has a 
right to the patent of his competi­ 
tor. This is one reason the auto 
industry has made such progress. 
Likewise, atomic patents so far 
hav e been pooled, with Uncle Sam 
owning all the patents. In the past 
eight years, the U. S. Gov ernment 
has filed 606 patents on atomio 
energy, and this pooling of patents, 
in turn, is why atomic energy also 
has jumped ahead with such amaz­ 
ing rapidity in the past eight years. 
There has been no strangulation of 
new processes.

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Puerto Rico Making 
Economic Progress 


Puerto Hico 
has 
just 
celebrated 
the 
second 
anniversary of an event that begins to look like the 


most important turning point in the island's history. 
On July 25, 1952, it became a commonwealth within 


the United States federal system, thereby achieving 


almost complete self-government if not independence. 
And immediately its government started to imple­ 


ment th* opportunities implicit in this new political 
status. 


Actually, Puerto Rico 
has been 
enjoying an 


increasing measure of self-government over the last 
two decades, and U. S. taxpayers have made a large 
investment over that period in an effort to solve some 
of the economic and social problems created by the 
presence of nearly 2.000,000 people on a small island 
with few resources except its rich soil and pleasant 
climate. 


The changes now under way were given their big 
impetus in 1948, when Gov. Luis Munoz Marin came 
to power, and gained momentum when he took office 
as Puerto Rico's first popularly-elected governor. 


The Munoz Marin regime produced “Operation 
Bootstrap.” a blueprint for advancement along the 
road 
toward 
a 
balanced 
agricultural - industrial 
economy in place of the one-crop agricultural econo­ 
my based on sugar. Today the new commonwealth 
boasts a standard of living that less than IO years ago 
was thought to be unattainable, cultural and social 
advancements of vast importance. 


The island has more than 300 new plants, repre­ 
senting an investment in excess of $113,000,000, and 
33 others are being built. 
They have created an 
estimated 55,000 new jobs, direct and indirect, and 
they pay wages of more than $22,000,000 a year. Net 
income per family has increased from $1,495 in 1947 
to $2,130.

Blood, Sweat A n d Tears 


Politicians have long learned to use a phrase to stir 
the popular imagination. Such a phrase saves the people 
from the need for thinking.

Theodore Roosevelt invented the 
phrase. “ The Square Deal,” which actually had no precise 
political meaning. 
The assumption was that most poli­ 
ticians, when playing the card gam e, poker, then as 
popular as bridge or canasta is iii this generation, dealt 
the cards from the bottom as well as off the top of the 
deck, but that Teddy dealt straight. 


Franklin D. 
Roosevelt improved upon his distant 
cousin s phrase and made it “ The New Deal,” a rather 
confused adventure in politics and economics, having to 
do with doing at every political m oment what cam e natur­ 
ally without regard to the future. It was a most success­ 
ful 
phrase 
because 
it 
gave 
Roosevelt 
four 
winning 
elections. 


Winston Churchill came hack into the politics of 
Great Britain, when it seemed as though Hitler would 
win World War II. with the dramatic phrase. "Blood. 
Sweat and Tears''—which is all that he could offer his 
people. 
It electrified them into resistance to the 
enemy. 
It stirred them to an historic effort of th#* 
greatest magnitude. It was a wonder-working phrase. 


Imagine my surprise when I cam e across a political 
poster of 1844, headed “ H urrah for Birney & L iberty!” 
Never having heard of Birney but being a collector of 
anything that comes my way, I got a photostat of the 
poster from Larry Johnson who sells groceries in Syracuse 
and runs an old-fashioned country store. 


It would seem that back in 1839. the Abolitionists, 
organizing the Liberty Party, nominated Jam es G. Birney 
for the Presidency, but he declined. In 1843. they repeated 
this nomination of Jam es G. Birney who got 62,000 votes 
in the election of 1844 which was sufficient to upset the 
hopes of Henry Clay and resulted in the election to the 
Presidency of Jam es K. Polk. 


The Birney poster contains the following paragraph: 


“ Anti-Monopolists, come and lend your aid for the 
overthrow of a mountain monopoly, compared with 
which all the other monopolies in this land are but as 
the ‘small dust of the balance.* 
A monopoly whose 
capita! is Twelve Hundred Millions of Dollars, ail 
Invested in human muscles and bones and sinews; and 
which, in its results, not only extorts from its imme­ 
diate victims their toil and sweat and tears and blood, 
hut annually drains uncounted millions from the pock­ 
ets of the free North, and renders American Repub­ 
licanism a hissing and by-wor^ on the lips of all the 
Despots of the Old World.” 


There is no reason to believe that Winston Churchill 
ever heard of Jam es G. Birney or his poster and we m ust 
assum e that Churchill invented, “ Blood, Sweat and Tears ' 
out of his own head, he being very good at that sort of 
thing. 


But this is an interesting historic fact. 
The Birney 
poster was for two m ass meetings in Madison County, 
New York State. For years this particular poster hung in 
a country store in a town called C anesaraga in Madison 
County. Probably because nobody could pronounce Cane­ 
saraga, they changed the nam e to Sullivan which is what 
the town is now called to the everlasting joy of the Irish. 
Not m any miles away is Pompey, a towrn in which, I am 
informed, lived a fine American girl, Jenny Jerom e, who 
in due course becam e the m other of Winston Churchill. 


Now, there it is. Winston Churchill got his wonder­ 
working phrase pre-natally by osmosis. If you tio not 
believe that, you will not believe that Bacon wrote 
Shakespeare, that Sam Roscnman wrote Franklin D. 
Roosevelt’s speeches, that sometimes Haydn wrote 
Mozart and vice-versa, that nobody ever rolled his 
own. 
You must wonder that Socrates never wrote a 
hook or why the learned and wise and fat Dr. Johnson 
has come down to us through the gay and somewhat 
profligate Scotsman, Boswell. 


Well, I offer no explanation for these phenomena. But 
the Birney poster is real even if Birney is so forgotten that 
his nam e is hardly an historic m em ory as it is with so 
m any other candidates for the Presidency.

to 
sm ear the w’hole Republican Ad­ 
min istration and partv. But now 
they have evidently discovered that 
the strongest defense is a strong 
offense. 
Remember The Campaign 
So Majority Leader 
Knowland 
uncovered a bit of recent history 
which most people have forgotten, 
if indeed m any paid much attention 
to it when it happened. 
The episode started in the last 
days of the 1952 cam paign with at­ 
tacks by Democratic P arty spokes­ 
m en—particularly 
Mr. 
T r u m a n - 
on the loyalty and honesty of Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower. This correspond­ 
ent called attention in a dispatch 
of October 30. 1952. to this effort 
to sm ear the Republican nominee 
by impugning his loyalty and in­ 
tegrity, and noted that a "top see- 
re t’’ document had been "leaked" 
for the purpose of political cam ­ 
paigning. 
Mr. Knowland now calls the facts 
to the attention of the American 
people.

why it is rare in the undernourish­ 
ed and sickly. 
When this m an has 
an attack, he usually complains of 
constricting and choking pain or 
aching 
beneath 
the 
breastbone, 
after walking a block or two. When 
he stops, distress goes away, only 
to return after covering an equal 
distance. 
Pain m ay extend into the neck 
and down the arm s. 
It seldom 
occurs indoors and is most notice­ 
able 
after walking up a 
slight 
grade during cold weather or fol­ 
lowing a full meal. 
Occasionally 
excitement or agitation is the pre­ 
cipitating factor. 
Variations are 
prevalent. 
In some instances, an ­ 
gina is described as a peculiar dis­ 
tress or 
a 
disagreeable 
feeling 
such as indigestion. 
I have had 
patients tell m e their clothes feel 


snug and they feel like loosening 
the collar. 
Despite these varia­ 
tions, 
the main feature centers 
about distress in the chest after 
walking or excitement, that disap­ 
pears with rest and relaxation. 
Nitroglycerin enters the picture 
because it hastens relief. 
Most 
victims carry a small box of these 
tablets in the vest pocket and place 
one under the tongue when they 
feel pain coming on. 
Almost in­ 
stantaneously the face flushes and 
discomfort vanishes. No ill effects 
follow the use of these tablets nor 
do they become less effective with 
continued usage. Some individuals 
have taken 
several dozen

tablets a day for years without 
reactions. 
A long lasting variety 
will be of help to these persons.

GOVERNMENT

ator Ed Johnson, Colorado Demo­ 
crat. permits the Government to 
build an atomic reactor, in other 
words,

peacetime atomic power. 
In contrast. Congressman Ster­ 
ling Cole of New York introduced 
an am endment providing that the

Senator Johnson, on the other 
hand, argued, and the Senate fin­ 
ally agreed, that just as the Gov­ 
ernment built Boulder Dam, Grand 
Coulee, Bonneville! etc., to serve as 
a competitive yardstick to private 
power companies, so the Govern­ 
ment should also build its own 
atomic energy plant to serve as a 
similar yardstick. 
Senator Hickenlooper, Iowa Re­ 
publican, in charge of the Senate 
bill for Eisenhower, at first in­ 
troduced an am endm ent directly 
contrary to Johnson, providing that 
the Government could not build a 
reactor. Then he withdrew it, when 
Senate in-fighting got tough. He 
w'ill undoubtedly vote in the con­ 
ference 
committee, 
however, 
to 
knock out Johnson's safeguards. 
ANTI-MONOPOLY - S e n a t o r 
Langer of North Dakota, the only 
Republican successfully introduc­ 


ing a modifying amendment, tack- 
cd onto the bill a safeguard against 
violation of the Sherman Antitrust 
Act. If any company producing 
atomic energy shall be convicted 
of violating the anti-trust laws, 
Langer specified, its license auto­ 
matically reverts to the United 
States, which shall license it royal­ 
ty free. 
When this proposal came up for 
debate, Hickenlooper was inclined 
to favor some kind of anti-mono­ 
poly 
safeguards, 
but 
observed: 
“ Perhaps this is too important to 
aet on in a hurry. Perhaps we 
should hold hearings on this pro­ 
vision." 
“ T hat’s exactly the point we’ve 
been 
making," 
replied 
Langer. 
"W e’ve been trying to tell you that 
this whole bill was too important 
to be rushed through Congress in 
record time." 
What Langer referred to wa* 
the fact that the Senate received 
committee prints of the atom bill 
only one day before debate started. 
It 
was 
obviously 
impossible 
to 
study such an im portant bill in one 
day; 
on 
top of which 
Senator 
Knowland expected to pass it in 
one additional day of debate. 
Opponents of the bill suspected 
that it had been purposely saved 
until the last minute in order to 
ram it through in the hot and hec­ 
tic closing days of Congress with­ 
out too many Senators realizing 
its significance. 
PATENT PROTECTION—One of 
the most important amendment* 
of all. though a complicated one, 
was introduced by Senator Bob 
Kerr. Oklahoma 
Democrat, pro­ 
viding for the compulsory licensing 
of patents for a period of IO years. 
The Eisenhower Administration 
had recognized that new patents 
developed by private enterprise 
m ust be made available to other 
private concerns for a period of 
five years. Kerr extended the per­ 
iod to IO years. 
Theory behind this is the sam e 
as that existing in the automobile 
industry, where auto patents are 
pooled and each company has a 
right to the patent of his competi­ 
tor. This is one reason the auto 
industry has m ade such progress. 
Likewise, atomic patents so far 
have been pooled, with Uncle Sam 
owning all the patents. In the past 
eight years, the U. S. Government 
has filed 606 patents on atomic 
energy, and this pooling of patents, 
in turn, is why atomic energy also 
has jumped ahead with such am az­ 
ing rapidity in the past eight years. 
There has been no strangulation of 
new processes.
